With regard to the Congress, we 
have witnessed tiie creation of a new Cabinet De- 
|>artineiu of Education. The establishment of this 
new IViwrtinent affects dire<tly all Indian educa- 
tional programs Unatetl formerly within the pffice of 
Indian Kdut at^on at the United States Office of Edu- 
tation. sini^e these programs will be transferred to the 
IH'iwrtnient'of Educatioij. The National Advisory 
c:ouncil on Indian Education has gone through a 
series of < hanges during, the year, including the re- 
tirement of several members of^)ur Council, and the 
addition of new (Council members. Alse. the former 
Executive Direttorof the National Advisory Council 
on Imliiin Education. Mr. Stuart A. Toneinah. has 
retired from that position, and a new Executive 
Director was selected fok- his replacement^ 

•Though there have been many changes, either 
proposed or enacted, th^ National Advisory Council 
on Indian Education would like tt? continue to trans- 
• mit to the United States Congress their strong desire 
that Indian educatlpn prAgrams continue to meet the 
special educational and cultural needs of Indian cl\il- 
dren throughout . the United States. This- intent is 
reflet tetl in the theme of the Sixth Annual Report to 
the Congress of the United Sjtates, which is. Indian 
Education is Sui Generis: Of its own kind. In developing 
this theme fo^; the Sixth Annual Report, the AYinual 
Report a)mn]iittee of the National Advisory Council 
on Indian Education would like lo once again call the 
attenUon of the C:ongress to our sincere belief that the 
educaTion oflndian children recfuires a special effort 
over and above^ that provided non-Indian children 
• who attend scht*x>lvWithin the United States. These 
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complex tpecial cducatiollal and cultural needs re- 
quire an organizational structure, and educational 
programs within the ntfw Cabinet De|Mrtment of 
Education which will ensure that these needs are met. 
Our one overriding goat is to t^nstw? the provision of 
a ^'Quality Education** for alUndian ^hildnfn within 
the United States. '

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The National Advisory Council Indian Education has had 
the honorof submitting five Anndal Reports to the United States 
Congress during its relatively brief lifespan. Thfougfiout its * 
history, the organiiation has receivird praise and criticism, sup- 
ptM t and derision, reflective of the paradoxes found in life itself. ' 
Jtill. the organization has survived in an often hostile environ-^ 
mcnt. and in 1^79. remains the only gbyernmenta! organization 
s)>ecifically charged with the responsibility of advising the Con- 
gress and the Secretary of Education regarding educational 
programs which affect the lives of Indian children and adults 
throughout the United States. The expecrations held' by many 
(or our organization are substantial, as is the si:ope of our 
C^ongressional piandate in P L. 92-318. We have not been able to 
meet all of the expectations which the X^on^ress. the> Adminis- 
tration and the Indian community have held for us. We have 
tried. In past years, three distinguished Indian edutators have 
served in the position of Executive Director, and one has served 
in the position of Acting Executive Directqr of the ^latioital 
Advisory Council on Indian Education: Mr. Dwight Billedeaux. 
Blackfeet: Mr. Lincoln White. Mohawk; Mr. Stuart. Tonemah, 
Kiowa/Comanche: and Mr. Dorrance Steele. Sioux. Only now do 
I appreciate fully their commitment and effort expended on 
behalf of Indian children. Only.Ww do I have the pers|^tive 
and the confidence to state" that out organization should survive. 
In the past six months, our Council has worked closely with all 
"khe National Indian Organizations in a concerted effort to pro- 
tect Indian educational programs located within the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs. In the coming year, our Council will confront our 
primary responsibility to the Congress, namely, the review of the 
administration of Indian educational programs located in the 
Office of Indian Education, which will be transferred in the near 
future to the new Cabinet Department of Eclucation. This is not 
a small tasic. especially with the scarce resources with which we ' 
have been provided. However. W are determined to fulfill our 
duties both to the Congress, and to fndian children. We may not 
accoipplish all of mxr goals; we may not meet all of the expecta-* " 
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tions held for 'us throughout the United States; but, we will 
continue to tfy. >

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INTRODUCTION ^ 

The National Advisory Council on Indian Education was 
createcl by the Congress by P. L. 92-3 1 8. on June 23, 1 972. and is 
conit)a»ed of fifteen nitmbers who are Indians and Alaskan 
Nativfs ap|>ointed by the President of the United States.* It is 
charged by law to advise the Congress and the Commissioner of 
Education in several areas concerning the administration of 
programs in which Indian children and adults participate, and 
to submit an Annual Report to the Congress. Now that the 
Cabinet Department ()f>Education has been created, the Council 
must tt'port to the^ew Secretary of Education, rather the 
foniKM Conunissioner of Education at (-he old Office of Educa- 
tion, tt is important to understand that the National Advisory 
C:ouncil on Indian Education is not a ptilicy making board, but 
set ves in an advisory capacity only. The reader is directed to 
Appendix A for a complete lis.t of the functions ofthe National " 
Advisory Council on Iiulian Education. On November 1, 1978, 
via IM.. 95-r)«I. the Congress extended the life of the National 
Advisory Council on Indian Education through October 1 , 1983. 
The following Sixth Annual Report to the Congress of the United 
States is comprised of three |)arts. Part One contains our final 
recommendations to The United States Congre^ and the Sec- 
retary of Education. It should be noted that this report contains 
Council recommendations approved during calendar year 1978. 
The first three recommiendations, howf^r, are current and 
reflect Council advice relative to the recently established Cabinet 
Department of Education. Part Two contains a State by State 
Distribution of all funds "obligated by Title IV of V.L. 92-318 
during fiscal year 1978.

".. wpl^esent approximate estimates'- only. Below, five tables are 
present for the purpose of demonstrating where the funds for 
each particular Part of Title IV were allocated, and the percent- 
age of that allocation of the total amount distributed. It is also 
very important to note the difference between the amount of 
funds entitled or the amount gf funds requested, and the 
amount actually granted: It will be obvio\isthat in each case the 
total entitlement or re(}uest far exceeded the monies available in 
Fiscal Year 1978. Now, we will turn to a discussion of the Title 
IV-iPart A program. 

A. TITLE IV PART A FUNDING IN FY 1978: 
THE LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCIES 

♦ 

First, it is appropriate that we descriB^ ^briefly the Part A* 
program. Generally, it is a grant entitlement program to IxKal 
Educational Agencies (LEA's), comprised of both public and 
tribal schools. The amount of grant award is determined by the 
total number of Indian students enrolled. The reader is directed 
to Appendix B, which contains the Act itself. 

Table 1, on the following p^ge, represents aJState by State 
Distribution of Title IV-Part A funding for FY 1978. The 
"Amount Entitled" to ^ch State was compiled from the list of 
those 1 1 36 school districts who both applied and were entitled to 
' Part A funds. Those IxKal Educational Agencies who did not 
apply, but who were eligible, were not included in this column. If 
all 2992 eligible applicants had applied, the full entitlement 
would have amounted to approximately, $623,990,287.12, 
rather than the $454,962. 136.43, as identified in column two. As 
indicated in column three, "Amount Granted," the total Title IV 
allocation was in the amount of $35,250,448^43. In column four, 
"% of Total,"' we find that five States received 58.14% of the 
total, or $20,498,868.72: 

The remaining forty-five States received 41.86% of the funds 
totalling $14,751,579.71.

Indian tvnimunity 
input IS additionally voHected through held hearings hosted hy 
our standing committees, and on-site visitations, by each of our 
fifteen ('ouiicil members. 

During the c alendar year H?78. the National Advist.ry Council 
on Indian Fdutation held five full Council meetings The first 
meeting of the National Ad visWy. Council on Indian Ed licat ion 
was held in Washingtoiv, D.c:. on April 7-9. 1978. and was closed 
for the purpose of our aimual review of discreti<5naiy grant 
awards under Parts B and C of Title IV of the Indian Education 
Act as re<|uired by oin Congressional mandate in P.E. 92-518. 
The setrond Council meeting was held on May 19-21. 1978. at 

the Student Union of Eastern Montana College. Imated in 
Billings. Montana It is significant to note the large number of 

sjKHial presentations made by Indian educators from through- 

.out the United States, as well as a high number of Indian iruests 

present. 

The thinHlouiipl meeting was held, on August 24-^6. 1978 
in Washington. D C. The business meeting which ensued saw the 
creation and acteptatue of three standing committees, ii\clud- 
ing: (1) an Executive Committee: (2) a Legislative, Rules, and 
Rtlgulatums Committee; and, (3) a Technical. Research, and 
Evaluauoii Committee. In addititfn. three tijsk forces were 
created : ( 1) a Pro|iosal Review Task Force; (2) an Annual Report . 
Task. Force; and. (3) a Ciovernineiy Inter-Agency Study Task 
Force (see: Appendix D). At thfs meeting, four new- Council , 
members were also sworii-in. 

The fourth Full Ctmncil meeting was held September 15-17. 
1978. in Denver. Colorado. FolKjwing the i'eports of all the 
standing committee^ there was a full discussion of the criteria 
for the selection of a new Executive Director for the National 
Advisory Council on I ndjlan- Education. At this tittle a temporary 
Executive Directors Seirch Committee was also established. 

The fifth and final fWI Ctmncil meeting of the National 
Advisory Council on Indian Education was held on November • 
30. 1978— December 2. 1978. in T4il8^ and Muskogee. Okla- 
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homa. A large number of Iiulian guests, numbering nearly- one 
hundred, were present at this Council meeting. Also in attend- 
ance were the following guests: Mr. Alan Ixwesee, House Advi- 
sory Study (".roup on Indian F.ducatioii; Mr. Vic Miller. Member 
.of the l*icsident\ Reorganization Projet t; Dr. Gerald (iipp. 
Deputy Commissioner. Office of Indian Education; Dr. Oabe 
I»axton. BIA. Muskogee Areik Ofhce: Mr. Sam Hoipan. Okla- 
homa State Depiirtnient of F.duvation: and. Dr. t)ean Chavers, 
President. Baccwie Collc^ge. The primary ac tivity at this Council 
meeting was the selec tion of the new Fxeciitive Director of the 
National Achisory (.ouncil on Indian Education. Therefore, 
jxirt of the meeting was closed lo the pubnc for the purpose of 
ccMiducting personal interviews with the finalists. ^ 

Two Full Conunittee meetings were held during the calendar 
year, including. (1) a meeting of the C.overhment Inter- Agency 
Committee of 'the Rational Advisory Council on Indian Educa- 
tion on January. t>-7. 1978. at our central offij:e in Washington. 
DC: ami. (2) a meeting of. the Executive Director's Search 
Ccmunitiee on November 10-11. 1978. in Denver, Colorado. 
This ifjeeting wi|s dosed to the public in order to review appli- 
cations for the position of the Executive Director of the National 
Advisory C^.ouncil on Indian Education. 

In addition, there were a number of on-site vi.sits conducted by 
nieml>ersof the National Advisory Council on Indian Education 
at various IcKations throughout the country, many »f which were 
at the personal 'expense of the individual Council membjfr. 

The number of Full Council Meetings. Committee Meetings, 
and On-site Visitations which CKCur each year are directly related 
to our yearly budget appropriationt The Council has tried to 
continue and increase the tradition of Indian community par- 
ticipation by holding these three types of meetings^ in the field. 
However, our (Council has been constrained financially in ful- 
filling its Congressional niaWdate due to a declining budget. In 
this regard, it is appropriate that we recall the fiscal history of the 
National Advisory (^c;*rficil on Indian Education frc>m 1974 
through 1978. -BeioVis a sunimari/ation of the National Advi- 
sory Council on Indian Education funding level for the past five 
years.

The negative effetts of the declining budget upon the func- 
tioning of, our Council include a reduction in staff from an 
authori/eci level of . four persons to two. Obviously, the total 
number of full Council Meetings. Committee Meetings, and 
On-sittf Visitations have been severely limited due Iq our declin- 
ing budget. Overall.. it is our observation thiit the organizational 
eflfet tiveness of our Council has been severely constrained due to 
an absence of adequate funds necessary to complete our Con- 
. gressicmal mandate. 

In Fiscal Year 1977. it may be significant to recall that the 
National Advisory Council on Indian Education received "high 
marks" in a niemorandum from the Annual Comprehensive 
Review of Advisory Committees made by ihe President, the 
Office of Management and Budget, and the Department of 
^ealth. Education, and Welfare (See: Appendix E). 

It would certainly seem fair to assume that following this 
highly complimentary review, sufficient funds Would be made 
available fbr the National Advisory Council on Indian Education 
to adequately implement the mandate of the Congress. Unfor- 
tunately, in FY 1978. our Council was awarded approximately 
64% of our first ^propriation awarded in FY 1974, our initial 
year of operation. Surely, our costs have not r^mained'at a 1974 
level. 4nd most would agree that the inflationary spiral has 
further reduced our small budget. Our Council would very 
much apprec iate the opportunity to spend our limited energies 
in pursuit of a "Quality Education" for Indian and Alaskan 
Native children throughout the United States, rather than to 
constantly concern ourselves with a request for additional funds. 
We hope that the Congress will act to remedy this serious 
problem.
